As  etw^pared  with  last  3'oar,  when  the  acreage  of  spring  vlieat  was  hold 
down  by  unfaw^a'aolo  weatnor  at  seeding  time  arl  farther  reduced  by  severe  dxxouth 
conditions  during  the  suomior,  the  acreage  o'f  spciii'^;  wheat  increased  in  practicclly 
every  state.  The  acreage  of  all  spring  "wheat  for  harvest  in  1955  is  estLmatod  at 
20,837,000  acres  as  compared  "with  9,281,000  acres  liarvostod  in  1934  and  the  5-yGar 
average  (1928-1932)  of  20,431,000  acres. 

Condition  of  spring  wheat  on  July  1,  1935  was  ropa:  ted  at  85.1  per  cent 
of  normal,  indicating  a  yield  per  acre  of  13,1  bushels  as  comparod  with  9.8 
bushels  in  1934  and  the  10-yoar  average  (1923-1932)  of  12,4  bushels.  Yields  above 
average  are  indicated  in  all  of  the  important  spring  i/ho at  producing  states  except 
Montano,  and  the  Pacific  Northwest.  The  latter  areas  have  suffered  from  lack  of 
moisture.  In  the  Dalcotas  end  Minnesota,  weather  corhitions  prior  to  July  1  wore 
characterized  by  below  normal  tompo-i-'a-turo  and  plentiful  moishare  supplies,  result¬ 
ing  in  a  good  growth  of  spring  wheat.  During  the  first  port  of  Jixly,  conditions 
over  much  of  the  main  spring  wheo-t  area  v/ere  fax^orable  to  the  dovolopment  oi’  bla  ck 
rust,  and  reports  indicate  that  a  li'^.t  but  general  infection  occurred  in  Mnnssota 
South  Dakota  and  southeastern  North  Dalcota.  The  appe.urance  of  rust  at  this  late 
date  would  not  ordinarily  cause  alarm  but  this  year,  ‘..'ith  the  spring  v;heat  crop  10 
days  to  2  weeks  late,  the  possibilities  of  daraago  range  from  negligible  if  cool 
dry  weather  prevails  during  the  next  few  weeks  to  sevuro  if  v/o.^thor  conditions  con¬ 
tinue  favorable  to  tho  dovolopm'ont  and  spread  of  nast.

REPORT  OF  ¥/EATHER  AND  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  MONTANA 

Week  Ending  Tuesday,  July  9,  1935. 


Issued  jointly  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Weather  Bureau. 

Offices:  Fourth  Floor,  Federal  Office  Building,  Helena,  Montana. 

The  week  ending  Tuesday,  July  9th,  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  was  cool,  cloudy,  and 
marked  by  frequent  show^ers;  in  the  eastern  part  it  was  mostly  warm  and  sunny,  and  characterized 
by  fewer  showers.  The  northeast  was  hot.  Hail  occurred  more  extensively  and  damaging  than  at  any 
other  time  this  season.  Two  severe  hailstorms  were  reported  from  the  southeast;  the  first  in  Dawson 
and  Wibaux  Counties  on  the  3rd,  and  the  second  in  Yellowstone  County  on  the  5th.  Heavy  down¬ 
pours  of  rain  were  responsible,  for  local  flooding  in  the  east,  resulting  in  the  washing  out  of  a  few 
crops  and  the  wrecking  of  two  passenger  trains  and  the  injury  of  a  score  of  pensions.  A  tornado  in 
the  Fort  Peck  area  on  the  evening  of  July  8th  destroyed  considerable  building  property  and  caused 
the  death  of  two  persons  and  the  injury  of  a  great  many  others. 

Growing  conditions  were  somewhat  better  this  week.  Showers  checked  or  retarded  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  crops  in  most  dryland  areas,  and  temporariR^  alleviated  the  moisture  shortage.  Some 
limited  areas  received  no  moisture  at  all  and  others  too  little  to  prevent  further  deterioration  of  veg¬ 
etation.  In  some  instances  benefit  from  heavy  showers  was  not  as  great  as  one  might  anticipate  from 
the  amounts  recorded  becau.se  of  the  heavy  run-off  resulting  from  the  rapid  rate  of  fall.  High  tem¬ 
peratures  and  sunny  skies  were  not  so  favorable  for  crops  and  ranges  in  the  east  where  lack  of  sub¬ 
soil  moisture  has  adversely  affected  growth.  Counties  immediately  bordering  on  the  Dakotas,  how¬ 
ever,  continued  to  report  good  crop  and  growing  conditions.  Considerable  improvement  was  report¬ 
ed  west  of  the  Divide.  Showers  reduced  the  fire  hazard  in  dry,  western  forests. 

Haying  and  attention  to  irrigation  needs  provided  the  principal  farm  activity.  The  former 
was  slowed  up  by  damp  weather,  and  hay  was  somewhat  damaged  by  frequent  rams  in  the 
west.  The  first  crop  of  alfalfa  is  now  mostly  in  the  stack,  although  some  remains  uncut  and  await¬ 
ing  favorable  weather.  Several  communities  were  obliged  to  lay  out  considerable  poison  for  grass¬ 
hoppers,  which  have  generally  been  on  the  increase  with  the  prevalence  of  warmer  weather.  Culti¬ 
vation  of  row  crops  made  good  progress. 

Most  reports  indicate  that  winter  and  spring  grains  are  in  fairly  good  condition  although  suf¬ 
fering  or  deteriorating  in  some  areas  because  of  drought.  Considerable  grain  is  short  and  light,  and 
some  has  been  abandoned  in  northern,  central,  and  eastern  parts.  Winter  wheat  is  tilling  with  rains 
needed  for  best  results.  Earliest  fields  have  matured  and  are  about  to  turn  color.  Rye  is  maturing  in 
the  north.  Spring  wheat  and  other  spring  grains  are  heading.  Much  of  the  spring  wheat  will  need 
continuous  good  rains  to  make  a  crop.  Irrigated  grain  crops  are  generally  in  tine  condition  and 
making  steady  and  uniform  growth.  \Yater  supplies  for  irrigation  continue  to  hold  up  well.  Peas 
are  blooming  or  setting  pods,  and  are  generally  in  good  condition.  Beets,  potatoes,  and  garden  truck 
made  nice  growth  and  are  also  in  good  condition.  Some  spraying  was  necessary.  Orchards  are  doing 
well.  Strawberry  picking  ended  in  the  Bitterroot  and  began  in  the  Flathead  di.stricts. 

Some  lower  ranges  and  pastures  are  very  dry  and  short ;  most  are  still  in  fair  to  good  condi¬ 
tion  though  drying  continues.  Cool,  showery  weather  during  the  week  w^as  especially  favorable  for 
western  ranges.  High  ranges  continued  to  make  excellent  growth.  Heavy  showers  refilled  many 
waterholes.  Livestock  of  all  kinds  have  been  doing  well  with  many  continuing  to  put  on  flesh.  Some 
adjustment  or  shifting  has  been  necessary  in  a  few  dry  and  overgrazed  areas.  Marketing  continued 
light.  _

REPORT  OF  WEATHER  AND  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  MONTANA 

Week  Ending  Tuesday,  July  16,  1935. 


Issued  jointly  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Weather  Bureau. 

Offices:  Fourth  Floor,  Federal  Office  Building,  Helena,  Montana. 

Cool  weather  early  in  the  week  was  followed  by  rising  temperatures  and  the  first  real  and 
general  hot  spell  of  the  season  to  date.  Maxima  temperature  readings  of  100°,  or  higher,  were  re¬ 
ported  during  the  latter  half  of  the  week  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  except  the  northwest,  and  im¬ 
mediately  east  of  the  Divide.  High  night  temperatures  accompanied  warm  days.  Sunshine  was  ex¬ 
cessive.  Good  showers,  some  of  which  were  of  cloudburst  proportions  and  accompanied  ly  severely 
damaging  wind  and  hail,  fell  in  the  more  eastern  part  of  the  State  at  the  beginning  of  the  week. 
The  showers  were  not  uniformly  distributed,  and  some  fell  too  rapidly  for  crops  to  derive  much 
benefit.  The  remainder  of  the  week  in  the  f^ast  and  the  entire  week  in  the  west  was  exceedingly  drv. 
As  the  week  closed  excessively  high  temperatures  and  sunny  skies  were  depleting  soil  moisture 
rapidly  in  all  sections. 

Weather  conditions  were  favorable  for  farm  work.  Rains  rendered  soil  conditions  ideal  for 
plowing  in  the  northeast,  and  their  cessation  generally  after  the  first  of  the  week  permitted  stacking 
of  hay  that  had  lain  continually  through  rains  of  the  preceding  week  as  well  as  resumption  of  cut¬ 
ting  of  other  stands.  Cultivation  of  row  crops  and  irrigation  continued  as  needed.  Increasing  grass¬ 
hopper  damage  made  spreading  of  additional  poison  necessary  in  south- central  and  eastern  fields, 
especially  where  heavy  damage  was  being  done  to  irrigated  crops. 

Crops  suffered  from  heat  and  drought,  but  made  fairly  satisfactory  progre.ss  except  in  much 
of  the  north-central  section,  and  some  scattered  and  less  extensive  areas  elsewhere.  Best  growth  of 
dryland  crops  apiieared  to  be  in  the  northeast  and  east-central  sections.  Considerable  improvement 
was  also  reported  from  the  west. 

Winter  wheat  turned  rapidly  with  the  arrival  of  hot  weather.  Harvesting  began  in  Lake 
County,  and  is  expected  to  start  generally  in  the  southeast  in  another  week.  Its  condition  is  mostl.v 
good  although  there  are  numerous  bad  spots,  mostly  the  result  of  continued  drought.  Hot,  dry 
weather  is  adversely  affecting  tilling.  Spring  wheat  suffered  more  than  winter  wheat,  and  like  winter 
wheat  ranges  from  poor  to  very  good.  And  in  common  with  small  grain  feed  crops  needs  rain  to 
mature  a  good  crop.  Irrigated  grains  continued  to  make  excellent  headway,  except  where  insects 
and  hail  damaged.  Water  is  running  low  in  the  southwest.  Hot  weather  stimulated  the  growtli  of 
corn  and  beets.  Flax  and  peas  are  reported  in  various  stages  of  development  depending  upon  their 
planting  time.  Earliest  flax  is  in  blossom;  earliest  peas  are  being  vined.  Mustard  fields  are  in  blos¬ 
som,  dropping  petals,  or  going  into  pods.  Blight  has  affected  the  apple  crop  to  some  extent  in  the 
Bitterroot;  otherwise,  the  fruit  crop  is  reported  progressing  in  good  shape.  Cherry  harvest  is  about 
a  week  away  in  the  Flathead  district.  Potatoes  continue  good. 

Recent  rains  improved  ranges  and  pastures  in  the  west,  and  more  especially  in  the  extreme 
east.  Central  areas  continued  to  dry  out;  some  are  completely  dried  up.  In  some  eastern  districts 
grass  has  continued  green  and  is  now  heavily  heading;  in  other  parts  of  the  east  grass  previously 
dry  or  nearly  dry  has  revived  and  has  greened  up  again  although  stands  are  thin.  Some  counties  in 
the  extreme  southeast  feel  assured  at  the  present  time  that  sufficient  feed  and  water  are  available 
for  summer  and  fall  needs.  Heavy  showers  cleaned  out  and  replenished  waterholes  in  the  east,  but 
in  the  west  drought  and  hot  weather  has  caused  creeks  and  waterholes  to  drop  sharply.  For  the 
most  part  livestock  continue  in  tine  shape.  Stock  sales  have  increased  seasonabIJ^

REPORT  OF  WEATHER  AND  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  MONTANA 

Week  Ending  Tuesday,  July  23,  1935. 


Issued  jointly  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Weather  Bureau, 
Offices:  Fourth  Floor,  Federal  Office  Building,  Helena,  Montana. 

The  week  was  warm  and  averaged  from  4°  to  6‘'  above  the  normal  temperature.  Maxima 
temperatures  Avere  in  the  90’ s  at  most  stations  but  did  not  reach,  as  a  rule,  the  hig'h  points  reported 
for  the  preceding  week.  It  was  the  second  consecutive  week  of  extremely  dry  weather  for  the  west. 
Showers  occurred  on  a  frequency  of  3  to  6  days  in  various  sections  east  of  the  Divide,  hut  were  too 
scattered  to  do  general  good.  A  few  were  torrential  downpours  that  damaged  crops  by  washing  and 
flooding  and  weakened  or  destroyed  highways  and  bridges.  Several  were  accompanied  by  severely 
damaging  hail.  Greatest  benefit  from  the  week’s  rains  went  to  the  northeast  and  next  best  to  some 
central  and  southeastern  sections. 

Haying  w'as  favored  by  dry  weather  in  the  west  and  plowing  and  cultivation  bj' 
showers  in  the  east.  Haying  was  in  full  swing  in  the  extreme  southwest  with  the  largest 
crop  in  several  years  in  prospect;  in  most  northern  and  central  districts  a  lighter  than  nor¬ 
mal  crop  has  been  put  up.  Feed  is  expected  to  be  short  again  this  year  in  some  central  sections. 
Harvesting  of  winter  wheat  started  with  earliest  yields  reported  below  normal.  Harvest  is  at  least 
10  days  later  than  last  year,  first  harvesting  has  been  done  with  birider.s;  combines  will  start  next 
week.  Rye  was  harvested  in  the  northeast.  Some  farmers  were  busy  in  marketing  grass-fattened  cattle. 

Grain  crops  made  poor  to  very  good  progress  during  the  past  week  diqjending  largely  upon 
the  amount  of  soil  moisture  available  and  the  occurrence  of  showers.  Continued  heat  forced  winter 
grain  to  ripen  rapidly  and  spring  grains  to  head  short.  Lack  of  moisture  was  unfavorable  for  filling 
of  winter  wheat.  The  heat  severely  damaged  spring  grains  on  dry  lands  and  further  reduced  the 
prospect  of  yields.  Some  grain  was  burned  to  the  point  of  total  loss.  In  Chouteau  County  reports  in¬ 
dicated  that  two-thirds  of  the  spring  wheat  crop  would  not  be  harvested  for  grain,  and  the  remaining 
third  would  require  rain  to  make  a  yield.  Poorly  tilled  and  seeded  grains  on  dry  lands  have  been 
hurt  most  in  the  north  and  central  drought  areas.  Grain  in  the  south-central  part  of  the  State  will 
suffer  severe  damage  unless  good  rains  occur  within  a  week,  ^^'inter  wheat  in  Musselshell  and 
Golden  Valley  Counties  was  reported  60  per  cent  damaged  by  grasshoppers.  Considerable  grain  has 
been  cut  for  hay  because  of  drought.  Crops  in  the  northeast  and  northwest  are  generally  in  good 
condition  and  made  fine  progress.  Irrigated  crops  are  doing  fine,  although  further  curtailment  of  later 
water  rights  was  reported. 

Sugar  beets  made  good  growth  in  depth  and  circumference;  measurement  of  acreage  started 
in  the  west.  Flax  is  tall  in  the  northeast  and  generally  good.  Peas  are  a  normal  crop.  They  are 
ripening  in  the  west,  and  are  being  vined  in  the  Gallatin.  Potatoes  and  gardens  are  reported  mostly 
good.  Corn  flourished  in  the  east-central,  and  showed  some  effects  of  dry  weather  in  the  southeast; 
early  corn  is  tasseling.  The  second  growth  of  alfalfa  has  been  coming  along  well  except  where  drought 
and  grasshoppers  have  interfered. 

On  lower  ranges  grass  is  dry  and  brittle;  on  the  higher  ranges  it  is  still  growing  and  provid¬ 
ing  good  feed  for  livestock.  Most  varieties  of  grass  have  matured  and  seeded  heavily.  Range  condi¬ 
tions  were  reported  improved  in  Phillips  and  Blaine  Counties.  Livestock  continue  doing  well  gener¬ 
ally.  A  few  in  Carbon  County  are  reported  falling  off.  A  shortage  of  feed  and  water  has  necessitated 
some  movement  of  cattle  in  Toole  County,  and  similar  conditions  in  southern  Lewis  and  Clark 
County  will  likely  result  in  the  same  action  there  soon.  Waterholes  are  holding  up  well  in  the  east, 
but  are  falling  in  the  west. 

Forests  have  become  very  dry,  and  lightning  has  started  several  fires.

REPORT  OF  WEATHER  AND  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  MONTANA 

Week  Ending  Tuesday,  July  30,  1935. 


Issued  jointly  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Weather  Bureau. 
Offices:  Fourth  Floor,  Federal  Office  Building,  Helena,  Montana. 


The  week  ending  July  80th  was  mostly  hot  and  diy  witli  tlie  season’s  highest  temperatures 
being  reported  on  the  27th  and  28th  when  maxima  of  from  100“  to  111“  occurred  in  the  eastern 
third  of  the  State  and  temperatures  close  to  the  100°-mark  were  reached  in  the  western  portions. 
Light  to  moderate  showers  in  northwestern,  north-central,  and  in  jiarts  of  south-central  Montana 
were  beneficial  to  crops  in  those  areas  but  the  greater  portion  of  the  State  was  rainless  and  this 
fact  together  with  the  hot  weather  resulted  in  deterioration  of  most  dry  land  crops  and  pastures  as 
compared  with  a  week  earlier. 

Winter  wheat  harvest  has  been  advanced  by  the  hot  dry  weather  to  a  point  where  binding 
and  combining  is  now  taking  place  practically  at  normal  dates.  It  is  yet  too  earlj"  to  determine 
average  yields,  the  early  harvest  returns  indicating  a  wide  range.  Spring  wheat  is  a  very  spotted  cro]) 
with  good  stands  and  good  yields  still  in  prospect  in  northeastern  and  parts  of  eastern  Montana,  but 
with  many  fields  being  cut  for  haj^  or  abandoned  in  central  and  western  Montana  where  either 
i^eeded  on  poor  soils  or  with  poor  preparation  or  where  missed  by  local  rains  in  late  June  and  Juljv 
The  full  extent  of  damage  to  spring  grain  crops  is  yet  to  be  determined.  Haying  continues  with 
yields  ranging  from  poor  to  very  good,  but  on  the  whole  much  better  than  in  1934  except  in  the 
drier  counties  of  north-central  Montana. 

Irrigated  crops,  including  sugar  beets,  for  most  part  are  making  seasonable  growth  although 
some  localities  are  reporting  a  shortage  of  irrigation  water  for  late  summer  needs.  Corn  and  potatoes 
generally  are  showing  good  stands,  except  in  the  drier  localities.  IIarve.st  of  both  sour  and  sweet 
cherries  has  started  in  western  Montana  with  yields  generally  in  line  with  earlier  expectations. 

Crop  damage  for  the  week  continued  to  be  confined  largely  to  gra.sshoppers  and  crickets  work¬ 
ing  mostly  in  counties  in  the  southern  half  of  the  State  and  with  the  heaviest  grasshopper  damage 
being  reported  from  Musselshell  County  whore  they  have  taken  considerable  toll  from  wheat  and 
alfalfa  fields.  Only  one  report  of  rust  has  come  in  this  season  to  date  and  that  from  the  southeastern 
portion  of  Wibaux  County.  . 

Livestock  continues  in  very  good  shape  for  the  State  as  a  whole  and  range  and  feed  condi¬ 
tions  continue  favorable  except  in  parts  of  north-central  Montana,  especially  in  Chouteau,  Cascade 
and  Pondera  Counties  where  early  shipments  are  expected  on  account  of  drought  damage  to  range 
and  pasture  feeds.  Feed  on  summer  ranges  is  generally  reported  good  and  both  cattle  and  sheep  are 
apparently  making  normal  gains.  Stockwater  supplies  with  a  few  exceptions  are  reported  sufficient 
to  ample.

WHEATLAND:  WeatheR  hot  during  week,  with  considerable  rains  generally  over  the 

COUNTY.  Growing  conditioks  good.  Large  amount  of  rainfall  during  early 

FART  OF  WEEK.  CROP  CONDITIONS  GOOD  DUE  TO  CONSIDERABLE  AMOUNT  OF  MOISTURE.

MUCH  OF  THE  CROP  AS  POSSIBLE.  WINTER  WHE.AT  HARVEST  WILL  BE  IM  FULL  SWING  BY  NEXT 
WEEK.  In  IRRIGATED  DISTRICTS,  CRC'PS  GENERALLY  IN  GOOD  CONDITION  WITH  THE  EXCEPTION 
oF  SECOND  CROP  OF  ALFALFA,  WHICH  WfLL  BE  LIGHT  DUE  TO  HtiRPER  INJURY.  LIVESTOCK 
IN  GOOD  CONDITION.  RaNGE  AND  PASTURE  FAIR.
